This encouragement 
has borne fruit’ gradually unti] 
now at certain periods of * the 
year, we are exporters of dairy 
produce instead of importers. 
It would not be fair, therefore, 
now that farmers have made a 
good start in securing dairy 
herds, to dump oleomargarine 
onto the market. in competition 
with their butter. 

‘These oleomargarineites are 
barking up: the wrong tree to 
reduce the high cost of living." 
If they would ask the govern- 
ment to do something towards 
regulating the price of these a» 
solute necessities of life and 
bust up the combines in food 
stuffs, they would be ‘doing 
soraething more to the point.

Many Dishes Improved by Addition of 
Ice Cream |

Baked apples change from being an 
everyday good breakfast dish to a 
delicious dinnet dessert. when touched 
up with a tablespoonful of vanilla ice 
cream a-top each apple. Sponge cake 
is as good as pudding when served 
sandwich fashion with a layer of cho- 
colate ice cream, Berries of all sorts 
are much more tempting when served 
with a sherbet made from their own 
juice. Cut up peaches are made de-| 
licious by a little vanilla or peach ice 
cream.

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FORESTS FOR WEST 
MEAN PROSPERITY 


Irrigation and Industries Depend On 
Trees—Wood Lots Are Big to 
Future 
The anadian Forestry Journal 
says: If the prairie provinces are going 
to have the timber that they will re- 
quire in the future for the buildings 
of the towns and villages and for the 
supplying of wood. using industries; tt 
is necessary to Begin considering im- 
mediately where the supply is to come 
from and where it is to bé located. If 
there is nbd local supply of lumber there 
will be nothing to regulate the cos 
and almost any price may be charge 
by the importer. The time to make 
sure that the future prices and supply 
of lumber will be kept under control 
is now. A crop of trees cannot be 
grown in one year like a crop af wheat, 
and it is necessary to decide a long 
time ahead what particul.r piece of 
land is going to be kept for producing 
timber. Fortunately timber will grow 
where nothing else will and the dect- 
sion as to the lands on which thé 
timber crops should be grown should 
be easy if it is once realized that the 


‘ thmber crop is essential and that a 


fair proportion of the land must, be 
used for that purpose. 


Develop Forest Reserves 


The forests of Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan, and Manitoba gathered up in the 
Forest Reserves under the Dominion 
Government amount to over 26,000,- 
000 acres. These reserves have been 
racked by forest fires in the past, but 
are now receiving protection. Those 
that are denuded of trees will be re- 
forested as soon as possible and on 
those covered with trees stéps will be 
taken to introduce more valuable spe- 
cles where advisable. The reserves 
are a valuable source of supply for 
fuel and small timber, They must be 
carefully protected and developed for 
years to come if they are.to play their 
legical part in the commercial future 
of Western Canada. Ultimately, their 
ecrtribution to the public service will 
be supplemented by the matured 
woodlots of the prairie farmers, for 
which four million trees are now dis- 
tributed annually by the Dominion 
Forestry. Branch. 


For The Cities 


The towns and cities reasonably ex- 
pect to secure thriving industries 
utilizing wood products. The spruce 
apd poplar of the prairies are the best 
species for making pulp and that 
manufacture opens up a field for many 
Varied products and industries. Most 
municipalities of the West are looking 
forward-to the day when industries 
will add to their population and pros- 
portty.
